The Hiſtory maketh it moſt evident, that Da- 
niels God, and his Honour and Court both were aimed at, to be laid in 
che duſt, by his enemies: Here Daniel. name goeth through, v. 25. all 
People, Nations, Languages, that dwell on all the Eartb, and the God of 
Daniel is exalted. Hence obſerve ; firſt, how God bleſſeth right pre- 
ciſeneſs and ſtrickneſs in his way. Moſes ſtandeth by this (not an hoof) 
and he obtaineth his end, God bringeth him and Iſrael ont of Egypt. 
Aordecai not half a leg to Haman, and he is promotted to great ho- 
nour. What loſt they ever, who ſtood upon the Latitude of an hair for 
Chriſt ? either they gained both life and GodsCauſe,as Daniel did here; 
& Jeſus Chriſt, who died, but put his life in pawn three days, & took it 
up again and gained the Cauſe, or if they loſt their lives, they gained 
the Cauſe as the Martyrs of Chriſt ; and therefore let not the Saints 
bear thename of Preciſians, except in an Heavenly Senſe, becauſe 
they walk preciſely, Eph. 5. 15. Theſe be the right Preciſians who 
contend for Subſtance, for God, for Heaven, for the Purity of the Goſ- 

el. And certainly God is not a thing indifferent, and excellent 

eſus Chriſt is no Circumſtance : but thoſe be damnable Preciſians who 
contend for feathers and things indifferent.
